Extension of Trade- 


An automobile ferry from Anacortes 
to Sidney, in order to servo Victoria 
will be an established fact by May. 

It will make one round trip daily 
from Monday to Friday and two trips 
dally on Saturday and Sunday. The 
faro as fixed under the agreement 
will not exceed $16 for the round trip 
for each car and .five passengers ac¬ 
companying it. 

This welcome news, the fruition of 
long negotiations, is brought by Geo. 
I. Warren. Secretary of the Victoria 
and Island Publicity Bureau, on his 
return from Anacortes. He Bpent the 
week-end there completing details 
As a result it is announced that the i 
Harvester King, owned by Captains 
Harry Crosby and W. H. Kasch, 
which they purchased for that pur¬ 
pose from the Port Stanley Kelp 
Reduction Company, will be operat¬ 
ed in the service. 

The run from Anacortes to Sidney 
will occupy three hours, and the 
cost of transportation of cars will be 
a substantial reduction on the pres¬ 
ent cost via Port Angeles to this 
port. 

The Anacortes City Council has ar¬ 
ranged for alterations of the ferry 
slip, and the housing of immigration 
and customs officials, in view of the 
Inauguration of the service. 

Mr. Warren, who has spent a con¬ 
siderable time on this project, looks 
for it to bring many automobile par¬ 
ties to Vancouver Island, which have 
hitherto not included the Island part 
of the Georgian Circuit in their Sifm- 
iner itinerary. 


Ottawa, March 9. — (Canadian 
Press)—With pomp and display, 
Canada’s Fourteenth Parliament was 
formally opened by the Governor- 
General this afternoon. In its bril¬ 
liance, the scene In the Senate 
chamber, where the speech from tho 
throne was read, was strikingly dif¬ 
ferent from that of yesterday. Then, 
beyond Senators on the floor and 
members of tho House standing \t 
the bar, there were few in the 
chamber. To-day the galleries were 
packed. The chamber was alight 
with uniforms, with the soft and 
varied colors of attractively-gowned 
ladies, while sharp and distinct wero 
the red and ermine robes of judges 
of the Supreme Court. 

Guns Boomed. 

It was three o'clock when the 
Governor-General arrived to the 
booming of guns on Nepean Point. 
He was escorted by a detachment 
from the Princess Louise Dragoon 
Guards under the command of Lieu¬ 
tenant Charles Olmstead. In front 
of the Parliament Buildings the 
Governor - General's Footguards 
funned a guard of honor. 

The Governor-General entered the 
building by the Senate entrance, for, 
by a curious fiction, the main 
entrance, opened yesterday for the 
first time, had been ruled within the 
precincts of the Ctonmons. The hall, 
through which he passed, was be¬

"In many parts of Canada con¬ 
tinued depression of business natu- 
mlly.produced, in a much larger de¬ 
gree than usual, the misfortune of 
unemployment. While of the opinion 
tliut unemployment relief is funda¬ 
mentally a municipal and provincial 
responsibility, my Government has 
felt that as conditions have arisen in

expedient of supplementing by grants 
from the Federal Treasury the relief 
contributions of the provinces and 
municipalities for the purpose of al¬ 
leviating actual distress. 

Farm Produce. 

“The decline in prices of farm pro- 
duoe in 1921, os compared with the 
prices of previous years, has serious¬ 
ly affected agriculture In many parts 
of Canada. The 111 effects of this in - , 
evitable deflation have been emphas¬ 
ized by restricted markets and the 
absence of any corresponding redue- , 
tlon in the cost of production. While 
improved methods of culture, grading 
and storage of farm crops In some 
parts, and greater diversification in 
others, would materially better con¬ 
ditions, it is apparent that adequate 
markets and marketing facilities Hnd 
reduced transportation and produc¬ 
tion costs lie at the root of the prob¬ 
lem. Recognizing such to be the 
case, my advisers have lost no time 1 
in seeking to gain more favorable 
conditions of sale and marketing fori 
the products of the farm. Communi¬ 
cations have been opened with the 
authorities of other countries looking 
to an extension of trade and a wld- i 
ening of Canadian marketa, and con- l 
ferences have been arranged between 
the 1-allway authorities with respect i 
to the reduction of rates upon basic 
commodities. 

Tariff. 

"You will be invited to consider 
the expediency of making some 
changes in the customs tnrlff. While 
there are details of revision, the con¬ 
sideration of which will require time 
and care that are not at present 
available, there are features of the 
tariff which It Is felt may properly 
be dealt with during the present 
session.

Delhi, India, March 8.—After con¬ 
sultation with all the provincial ad¬ 
ministrations. the Government of 
India has sent the following tele¬ 
gram to Rt. Hon. Edwin Samuel 
Montagu, Secretary of State for 
India: 

"On the eve of the Greek-Turklsh 
conference, we feel that it is our 
duty again to lay before Your 
Majesty's Government the intensity 
of the feeling of India regarding the 
necessity . for a revision of the 
Sevres treaty between ,Turkey and 
the Allies. 

"The Government of India is fully 
conscious of the complexity of this 
problem, but India's record in the 
war, in which Indian Moslem 
soldiers participated in such great 
numbers, and the support which the 
Indian Moslem cause has received 
In the entire nation, entitle her to 
claim the complete fulfilment of her 
reasonable aspirations. 

"The Government in India par¬ 
ticularly emphasizes the necessity of 
guaranteeing the neutrality of the 
Dardanelles and security of its non- 
Moslem peoples. It also urges evac¬ 
uation of Constantinople, sovereign¬ 
ty of the Bultan over the holy places 
and restoration of the Turks in 
Thrace, Adrianople and Smyrna.

INDIAN TAXATION 
PROBLEM AND ARMY 

Criticism of Outlay; Warning 
by Gen. Rawlinson 

Delhi. India, March 8.—During ti)e 
course of an extensive speech in the 
Legislative Assembly yesterday in re¬ 
ply to criticisms of military expen- 
iture. General Lord Rawlinson, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the British troops 
in India, said that despite efforts to 
reduce the expenses of the army, the 
rise in food prices, 'clothing and rail 
charges had swallowed up all the 
economies. 

He declared no further reduction 
of the army was now possible on ac¬ 
count of the seditious propaganda 
which was being circulated among 
the population. 

Alluding to Waziristan, in the 
southeastern part of Afghanistan, 
General Rawlinson said the only so¬ 
lution of the difficult problem was 
the domination of the country by 
military force. Ho declared that 
under the reform scheme India was 
marching towards dominion status 
and self-government, but he warned 
the Assembly that it was dangerous 
•to gamble with the efficiency of the 
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army when an hereditary enemy was 
sitting on the frontier. 

General Rawlinson assured his 
hearers with much emphasis that the 
internal state of India gave cause for 
serious anxiety, and the ability of 
the Government to maintain law and 
order, he feared, would be seriously 
tested at no distant date. 

His speech created a distinct sen¬ 
sation. 

A.dispatch to The London Times 
from Delhi, India, dated Tuesday, 
emphasized the seriousness of the ex¬ 
tent to which the military budget of 
sixty-two crores (a crore is equiva¬ 
lent to 10,000,000 rupees) had been 
criticized In the Assembly during the 
past two days. The dispatch declared 
that the greatest statesmanship 
would be required by both sides "if 
a tremendous clash on the old ques¬ 
tion of taxation and representation 
is to be avoided." 

The statement of William Halley, 
Minister of Finance, in winding up 
the debate, to the effect that the 
, Government was unable to consent 
to any reduction in the military esti¬ 
mate, waa received with silence, as 
speaker after speaker had declared 
the House would not accept respon¬ 
sibility for the military budget 
i In a solemn peroration, the dis¬ 
patch added, Mr. Halley alluded to 
the temper of the House, and asked 
whether it had really come to the 
parting of the ways. The Minister of ’ 
Finance said the Viceroy and the ’ 
Government stood sincerely for re¬ 
form, but that the avenue for a con- 1 
stltutional advance was that laid ] 
down by the Parliament.

It must be admitted that a person 
having constantly before him the 
prospect of losing his Investment is 
liable to have a more or less de¬ 
pressed feeling and this depression is 
bound to be reflected in our communal 
life. I feel confident that one of the 
greatest causes of Victoria’s apathy 
is due to the tax situation, and the] 
feeling of hopelessness and helpless¬ 
ness that has settled on its people. I

better things. 

Reasons for Suggested Remedy.

He is Mr. R. G. Parker. B. 8 c.. the 
‘‘£ 1,000 a year scientist” appointed 
by the National Federation of I,aun- 
derers to investigate all questions 
concerning laundry work, and his 
subjects are not objects with high-' 
sounding I#atln .names, but simple 
everyday things, such as frayed col¬ 
lars and "laddered” stockings. 

"Some of the least expensive col¬ 
lar fibres wash best and wear best," 
he said recently. "Fraying is often 
due to careless launderers doubling 
the collars. Inferior starches are re¬ 
sponsible also for the quality going, 
with the result that the collar is fin¬ 
ished before half its life is spent. ___ 

"As for ‘ladders" on silk stockings. 
I’m afraid the laundries can do no 
more than use the utmost care. The 
only alternative seems to be a woven 
material with its inevitable seam. 

"Many of the mixtures now sent to 
the laundries show up very badly in¬ 
deed under the microscope, which ex¬ 
plains why they are so quickly de¬ 
stroyed ‘In the wash.’ 

“There are certain silk mixtures, 
used chiefly in the making of under¬ 
garments, which look perfectly beau¬ 
tiful when new. They are apparently 
all silk. But the silk is absolutely 
unspun; it is an exposed ‘wearing 
surface/ and is soon in a wretched 
condition. Some of these ‘silks’ ] 
find have only 20 per cent, pure silk 
In them. 

"Then again, some dyes are hope¬ 
less to wash. There la acid dormant 
in them, which, when it cornea into 
contact with washing mixtures be¬ 
gin* a slow enting-away process, 
which destroys the mnterial/’

Dollar Is Restored By Esquimalt Firm In Ten Work¬ 
ing Days; Ship Leaves Plant To morrow to Load 
Fuel Oil. 


Beattie, March 9.—Freeing Seattle 
and other American ships from the 
menacing competition of Canadian 
vessels in the trade between Alasku 
and continental United States, the 
United States Supreme Court in 
Washington. L>. C., has handed down 
a decision upholding the constitution¬ 
ality of Section 27 of the Jones Mer¬ 
chant Marine Act. 

This puts an end to the practice of 
•hipping American products to Van¬ 
couver. B. C.. for transportation to 
Alaska in Canadian ships. Hereafter 
all such cargoes must be carried in 
Amerlcun bottoms. All Alaska pro¬ 
ducts shipped for delivery to points in 
continental United States also must 
be brought south hereafter In Ameri¬ 
can ships. The decision benefits Se¬ 
attle. 

The Supreme Court’s decision wan 
announced by .Justice McReynolds 
He announced that the Court upheld 
the decision United States Judge 
Robert Jennings in Juneau. Alaska, 
last fall. Judge Jennings upheld the 
constitutionality of Section 2 t of the 
Jones Act. 

The section provides In substance 
that no American merchandise shall 
be transported by water or by rail 
and water to or from Alaska in any 
ship other than up American ship. 

Attack Constitutionality. 

The territorial government of Alas¬ 
ka and the Juneau Hardware Com¬ 
pany of Juneau attacked the section 
on the ground of unconstitutionally. 

They contended it was unconstitu¬ 
tional because it prohibited Alaska 
trade from participating on a prac¬ 
tice that is ullowed In trade between 
the various purls of continental 
United States.

EGGS JUilD BUHER' 
PROVIDE FEATURE 

Trading To-day Produce 
Startling Effect on Retail 
Market 

At present the dairy market is being 
steadily drawn into prominence by 
Irregularity of supply. It Is the opinion 
of a leading retailer of this city that a 
tremendous slump In egg prices is tak¬ 
ing place, while the price of butter is 
expected to mount to a high rate. Kggs 
are plentiful, as shown by the consign¬ 
ments sent to the city by up-Island 
producers, and although Washington 
eggs are on the market they are far In 
the background compared with the local 
product, which is favored over imported 
eggs. Vancouver is selling the Wash¬ 
ington products more extensively than 
A Ictoria. Eggs suffered another drop to¬ 
day, anti are easing off In price. The 
QP^ations offer a new low figure for 
this time of the season. New laid eggs 
are asking 33 cents for the dozen, while 
the pullet variety demands the lowest 
price of the stock, consumers picking 
them up at 28 cents per dozen. 

The butter situation is Indeed tighten¬ 
ing up. Prices In the New Zealand pro¬ 
duce opened this, morning with a 38- 
cent quotation and within an hour had 
Jumped two cents. Local retail estab¬ 
lishments do not look at the expected 
shipment of New Zealand butter, which 
is expected to arrtve^pver the week-end 
with 5,000 boxes, in an optimistic light. 

Vegetables are feeling the effect of a 
quiet market, no changes la the quota¬ 
tions being registered. Lettuce, which 
has been selling consistently on the mar¬ 
ket Is arriving In smaller quantities now, 
and In fact an announcement of scarcity 
was made at some of the down town 
stores to-day. The reason for this short¬ 
age Is due to the fact that local growers 
are making room for early tomatoes, 
and are cutting down on the space allot¬ 
ted for lettuce. Radishes Imported from 
California are selling on the market but 
are of a poor quality, and are finding 
little or no market.

The vegetable market will be 
brightened up considerably for the re¬ 
mainder of thq week. A car of mixed 
vegetables, including cauliflower, 
celery, head lettuce and cabbage has 
arrived. The arrival of head lettuce 
from California will greatly relieve 
the local growers, who are replacing 
the space devoted to lettuce with 
tomato plants at the greenhouses. 
Australian onions are very scarce in 
the wholesale district, and as a result 
prices were advanced once more, and 
Australian browns are demanding $lu 
and $12 per crate. This scarcity will 
be lifted on the arrival of the steftmer 
from the Antipodes, which have con¬ 
signments of this vegetable aboard.
